MINUTES 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

AUGUST  18,  1983 

LUDLOW  FISH  &  GAME  CLUB,  LUDLOW,  MASS.

Meeting  opened  at  11:20  A.M.  with  prayer  by  Vice  Pres.  Alman. 

Pres.  Osborn  welcomed  Stanley  Domenic,  former  Vice  President,  in  attendance  at  the 
meeting. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  previous  Council  meeting.   Passed  unanimously. 

Minutes  of  June's  Executive  Officers  Meetings  noted.   Specific  items  mentioned: 

-  Laura  Spencer  appointed  to  Governor's  new  Women's  Commission 

-  Henry  Carreiro,  Norma  Hicks  and  Michael  Tarrallo  appointed  to  job  on  the  new 
dislocated  workers  program  -  JTPA. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  Executive  Officers  meetings.   Passed  unanimously. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 

President  Osborn  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  two  months  since  the  last 
Council  meeting: 

-  Discussed  his  meetings  concerning  the  new  transportation  study  in  Boston,  the 
depressed  artery  and  plans  for  third  tunnel.   Updated  the  Council  on  the  situation  and 
commented  on  the  work  of  the  AFL-CIO  committee  he  appointed . 

-  Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  is  now  serving  on  the  Governor's  Committee  to  clean  up 
Boston  Harbor. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  discussed  a  new  grant,  a  pilot  program,  to  handle  the  plant  closing 
area.  This  is  a  three-year  grant  in  conjunction  with  Boston  College  and  will  require  a 
full-time  coordinator.   Salary  is  20M  and  a  young  lady  from  the  Teachers  Union,  Maureen 
Ferris,  currently  working  out  of  Rep.  Jim  Brett's  office  has  expressed  an  interest.   She 
comes  highly  recommended.   In  the  interest  of  time,  he  would  like  an  approval  of  Maureen 
Ferris.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  read  an  editorial  from  Barker  of  WEEI,  concerning  Prevailing  Wage,  which  Tom 
Mclntyre  refuted.   Also  read  Tom's  letter. 
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Martin  Luther  King  20th  Anniversary  March  on  Washington  noted  and  plans  outlined  of  trip 
from  Boston  for  anyone  interested.  Because  it  is  so  close  to  our  Solidarity  III  Day,  we 
cannot  really  participate. 

Situation  on  loan  to  Beverly  Farms  raised  by  Pres.  Osborn.  Advised  that  he  gave  testimony 
on  the  MIFA.   The  Governor  will  appoint  a  person  to  the  MIFA  Board  and  Ed  McCann  will  be 
this  person.  We  have  been  advised  that,  so  far,  the  loan  has  been  stopped  dead. 

Cable  t.v.  situation  involving  the  CWA  and  IBEW  discussed  at  great  length  with  the  outcome 
of  this  discussion  being  a  motion.  Motion  made  that  Pres.  Osborn  set  up  a  committee  and 
sit  in  with  the  National  reps,  to  decide  if  any  action  should  be  taken  on  our  part  on 
this.  Further  into  the  meeting  this  motion  was  amended  to  include  that  this  committee, 
consisting  of  our  reps  and  the  national  AFL-CIO  should  sit  down  with  the  two  parties 
involved,  CWA  and  IBEW  reps,  to  see;  if  this  can  be  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion. 

Discussion  followed  by  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Building  Trades  specifically  concerned  by 
the  out  of  state  people  taking  jobs.  They  feel  that  the  policy  of  the  Council  should  be 
to  encourage  all  unions  who  are  involved  with  contracts  to  promote  the  opportunity  for 
Massachusetts  residents  to  gain  employment  through  those  contracts,  and  also  to  abide  by 
the  laws  of  the  city  of  Boston.   As  it  now  stands  there  is  a  residency  law  on  the  books, 
stipulating  50%  Boston  residents,  25%  Black  and  10%  women.   Amendment  and  main  motion 
opposed  by:  Vice  Presidents  Corbett,  Damery,  DeRosa,  Farmer  and  Joyce. 

Pres.  Osborn  gave  the  floor  to  Vice  Pres.  Cavanaugh  who  gave  the  Council  an  update  on  the 
telephone  strike. 

Discussion  then  centered  again  on  the  residency  requirements  for  the  jobs  in  the 
construction  trades,  and  a  motion  then  followed. 

MMS  that  this  Council  should  work  towards  promoting  jobs  for  Massachusetts  residents  and, 
therefore,  it  calls  upon  all  affiliates  to  adopt  this  policy.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  brought  up  the  fact  that  he  has  been  approached  by  manufacturing  people  who 
■ake  "point  of  operation  guides"  which  are  a  safety  feature  on  machines.  Thus,  if  an 
employee  was  injured  and  it  was  found  that  the  guard  was  not  on,  they  could  bring  suit  in 
additon  to  Workmen's  Comp.   These  manufacturers  want  an  amendment  added  to  the  Workmen's 
Comp .  Act . 

MMS  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Executive  Officers.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  support  the  City  of  Cambridge  resolution  to  have  an  industrial  users  fee  for 
industrial  companies  who  have  overseas  facilities,  which  are  protected  by  our  military 
personnel.  These  companies  should  pay  a  user's  fee  back  into  our  defense  fund.   Passed 
unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  Commission  of  Labor  situation  and  mentioned  that  Gerry  O'Leary 
has  not  yet  been  sworn  in. 

MMS  to  have  the  Executive  Officers  seek  a  meeting  with  the  Governor  if  this  is  not  done 
within  one  week's  time.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  endorse  the  candidacy  of  Maria  Walsh  for  a  position  on  the  State  Labor  Relations

Commission.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  updated  the  Council  on  the  pilot  program  having  to  do  with  the  formation  of 
labor  committees  in  the  cities  and  towns.  He  has  sent  letters  to  the  Internationals 
requesting  donations  to  support  this  and  urged  the  vice  presidents  to  support  the  program 
if  asked  by  the  International. 

Pres.  Osborn  reminded  the  Council  of  the  upcoming  elections  and  advised  that  if  anyone 
planned  to  run,  they  should  commit  themselves  and  pledge  more  participation. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

June  and  July  financial  reports  noted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  advised  that  on  the  delinquency  report,  SEIU  who  is  $5,000 
delinquent,  has  asked  to  come  back  in  and  start  over  again.   They  plan  to  send  a  check. 
IAM  has  worked  out  a  pay-back  agreement  also. 

On  the  "Increases/Decreases"  Report,  Joe  Bonavita  will  check  on  the  AFSCME  Local  651 
decrease  in  membership. 

On  the  United  Way  CFC,  Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  reported  that  the  NAACP  won  out  in  this 
controversy,  which  meant  that  the  National  Right  to  Work  Defense  Fund  will  be  allowed  use 
of  the  money  from  United  Way.  However,  an  appeal  is  being  planned  and  we  plan  to  fight 
this  all  the  way. 

On  Plant  Closings,  Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  who  is  co-chairing  the  new  "Mature  Industries 
Commission"  reported  that  thus  far  there  have  been  two  meetings,  and  there  is  one  more 
statewide  meeting  in  Boston.   Plans  are  for  Senator  Kennedy,   the  former  Secretary  of 
Labor,  Marsh,  and  the  research  director  of  AFL-CIO  to  testify. 

There  are  three  commissions:  1)  trends,  2)  what  type  of  re-training  will  be  needed  after 
plant  closings,   3)  plant  closing  specifics.   Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  requested  the  chair  on 
the  third,  plant  closing  specifics.  Business  people  objected,  labor  people  stood  by  him 
and  the  Governor  then  agreed.   Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  explained  the  new  commission  and  what 
they  hoped  to  accomplish. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  Affiliation  area;  he  has  a  commitment 
from  the  longshoremen  and  the  bakery  workers,  and  they  should  be  in  by  Convention  time. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  gave  the  Council  an  update  on  the  proposed  telephone  system  which  he 
has  been  looking  into  with  the  help  of  Vice  Pres.  Heffernan  and  Bill  Murphy.   They  have 
reduced  the  price  about  25%  from  the  original  price.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  will  hold 
off  on  any  decision  at  the  present  time. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report. 

Vice  Pres.  Farmer  questioned  the  charge  listed  on  the  financial  report  which  had  to  do 
with  the  IRS  late  charge  and  he  felt  the  auditor  should  absorb  the  charge  if  it  is  his 
fault.   Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  said  he  will  check  up  on  this. 
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Question  raised  on  the  item  listed  on  financial  report  -  Labor  Day  Mass  Deposit. 
Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  explained  that  this  was  an  error  and  it  should  have  been  listed  as 
Labor  Day  Breakfast  tickets. 

Vice  Pres.  Fonseca  asked  the  date  on  the  next  public  hearings  scheduled  on  plant  closings. 
Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  the  date  has  not  yet  been  firmed  but  it  is  tentatively 
scheduled  for  September  6th  at  Harvard  University.  ,  ! 

MMS  to  accept  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

President  Osborn  introduced  Eddie  O'Neil,  Pres.,  Union  Label,  who  thanked  the  Council  for 
their  past  cooperation,  advised  of  the  increase  in  their  membership,  and  said  he  looked 
forward  to  seeing  all  at  the  Union  Label  Convention  on  October  3. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT: 

Director  Foley  reported  on  the  following  activities  during  the  past  two  months: 

-  Bill  signed  where  now  all  service  employees  will  receive  money  left  for  tips. 

-  Polling' hours  bill  now  in  Senate  Ways  &  Means. 

-  Right  to  Know  -  will  probably  be  on  the  floor  some  time  the  end  of  September.  We 
hope  it  will  be  the  bill  we  support,  but  it  may  end  up  being  somewhere  in  the  middle.   It 
is  going  on  the  ballot  as  a  referndum  question. 

-  Workmen's  Comp.-  We  are  hoping  for  a  genuine  commission.  Also  will  be  on  the 
ballot. 

-  Board  of  Regents  -  Labor  rep.  is  ready  for  enactment  when  they  return. 

COPE  REPORT: 

Director  Foley  advised  that  the  lists  have  been  cleaned  and  completed  for  Springfield , 
over  40,000  names. 

Now  the  plans  are  to  move  to  No.  Worcester  some  time  after  Labor  Day.   It  is  a  slow 
process  and  hopefully,  all  will  be  accomplished  by  the  '84  election. 

Director  Foley  urged  support  of  Pres.  Osborn 's  pilot  program  to  have  labor  committees 
formed  in  the  cities  and  towns. 

Pres.  Osborn  expressed  disappointment  with  National  AFL-CIO  COPE  Dept.  in  that  the  budget 
was  less  than  last  year.  Although  National  explained  that  we  receive  more  than  most 
states,  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  we  have  expenses  others  do  not  have.  The  cleaning  of 
lists  and  keypunching  alone  is  very  costly. 

MMS  to  accept  the  COPE  &  Legislative  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

PENSION  &  BANKING  COMMITTEE  REPORT: 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Vice  President  Walsh  who  gave  a  report  on  the  recent  projects 
financed  by  the  pension  fund  monies,  and  also  outlined  some  future  projects.

Again,  I  stand  very  much  opposed  to  House  #2975  and  have  stated  so  before 
Committee.   I  assure  you  that  if  this  bill  should  find  itself  on  the  Floor  of 
the  House,  I  will  bitterly  oppose  it  there  also.

Dear  Fellow  Trade  Unionist: 

In  recent  months  we  have  been  in  communication  with  many  of  you  within 
the  labor  movement  about  the  Labor  Institute  of  Public  Affair's  new  broadcast  TV 
series,  "America  Works."  The  weekly  programs  will  begin  in  many  cities  during 
July  with  a  few  cities  starting  in  August.  Attached  is  the  current  list  of  cities, 
stations,  times  and  start  dates.  We  continue  to  add  more  cities  and  hope  to 
present  the  program  on  stations  that  reach  about  60%  of  all  U.S.  TV  households. 

Each  week  "America  Works"  looks  at  a  different  issue  that  is  important  to 
the  labor  movement.  The  program  goes  on  location  to  show  the  efforts  by  a  single 
grassroots  worker,  and  then  returns  to  our  studio  to  examine  the  national 
implications.  Guest  experts  from  opposing  points  of  view  debate  the  subject. 
With  this  objective  format,  we  think  this  first  effort  by  labor  to  schedule  regular 
television  programs  will  have  a  major  impact. 

"America  Works"  is  a  commercially  sponsored  television  show  with  six 
minutes  of  commercial  time  in  each  program.  Three  minutes  have  been  sold  by 
LIPA  to  commercial  companies  like  Pan  American  Airways,  and  to  international 
unions  like  the  Postal  Workers,  Auto  Workers,  ILGWU,  AFSCME,  Sheet  Metal 
Workers,  Letter  Carriers  and  Seafarers.  There  is  still  national  advertising  time 
available  for  interested  unions. 

This  letter  is  primarily  about  local  advertising  opportunities.  Each  local 
station  has  three  minutes  of  advertising  available  for  sale  within  each  program. 
Many  internationals  have  indicated  that  they  wish  to  target  their  messages  to  a 
selected  number  of  cities.  In  those  cases,  you  should  contact  directly  the  sales 
managers  in  those  cities  (see  attached  list).  Prices  and  deadlines  in  those  markets 
are  handled  locally,  although  I  will  be  happy  to  answer  questions  and  assist  you  if 
you  like. 

Many  local  unions,  central  labor  councils,  and  others  have  expressed  interest 
in  advertising  locally  within  "America  Works."  Some  locals  will  be  using  spots 
produced  by  their  internationals.   Others  may  have  their  own.

However,  most  local  union  groups  are  not  in  the  TV  spot  business.  To 
accomodate  requests  by  such  groups,  LIPA  has  produced  three  thirty-second  TV 
spots  that  have  a  five-second  space  at  the  end  for  local  union  or  central  body 
identification.  Every  TV  station  on  the  enclosed  list  has  been  mailed  a  copy  of 
these  spots  and  a  letter  explaining  how  they  can  be  used.  They  have  not  been 
provided  with  names  of  union  bodies.  It  is  up  to  each  group  that  wishes  to 
advertise  to  contact  the  sales  manager  on  the  attached  list  directly.  I  am  always 
available  for  advice  before  you  call.  However,  the  station  actually  makes  the 
presentation  and  the  sale. 


Let  me  tell  you  about  our  three  spots: 


1)  "UNION  CARD"  is  a  spot  that  features  five  workers  who  express  their 
pride  in  carrying  a  union  card.  "Over  20  million  workers  carry  a  union  card  to 
work"  says  a  secretary,  "and  we're  all  proud  of  it."  Other  workers  in  the  spot  are 
a  lathe  operator,  a  laboratory  technician,  a  Shakespearean  actor,  and  Washington 
Redskins  running  back  John  Riggins,  Most  Valuable  Player  in  Super  Bowl  XVII. 
"I'm  a  union  member,"  says  Riggins,  who  is  shown  suiting  up  in  the  locker  room. 
"And  here's  my  union  card.  I  wouldn't  go  to  work  without  it."  The  image  of 
Riggins  holding  his  union  card  moves  to  the  upper  left  corner  of  the  screen  and  is 
held  while  the  local  union  sponsor  is  identified.  This  is  an  exclusive  appearance  by 
the  football  great. 

2)  "TINY  TOWN"  is  a  spot  that  shows  three  children  playing  with  a  toy  train 
and  a  miniature  town.  "In  their  town"  says  the  narrator,  "there  are  a  lot  of 
important  jobs.  Building  the  town. ..keeping  it  safe. ..keeping  it  healthy."  As  the 
camera  pulls  back  he  continues,  "In  our  town,  many  jobs  are  done  by  people  who 
belong  to  a  union."  The  picture  shows  a  union  hall.  The  spot  ends  with  the  lines, 
"Someday  they'll  need  a  good  job  too.  Let's  be  sure  they  have  one.  A  good  job  for 
everyone."   The  full  frame  is  available  for  local  sponsor  I.D.  as  this  line  is  spoken. 

3)  "COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING"  is  a  spot  built  around  union  democracy, 
and  the  fact  that  more  than  98%  of  all  labor  contracts  are  signed  without  work 
stoppage.  The  spot  shows  hands  voting  at  a  ballot  box  and  a  recreated  scene  of  a 
collective  bargaining  session  using  real  union  workers.  The  spot  explains 
collective  bargaining  and  ends  with  the  tag  line,  "A  good  job  for  everyone."  The 
space  for  local  I.D.  includes  a  picture  of  the  ballot  box. 

We  believe  that  these  three  spots  serve  a  variety  of  local  union  needs  for 
messages  to  their  membership  and  the  general  public.  They  are  professionally 
produced  and  should  be  acceptable  for  use  by  the  stations  carrying  "America 
Works." 

If  you  would  like  to  see  the  spots,  you  can  directly  contact  the  station  sales 
director  in  your  community  listed  on  the  attachment.  If  you  would  like  further 
information,  please  don't  hesitate  to  call  me  directly.  There  is  absolutely  no 
obligation  for  you  to  purchase  airtime  or  to  use  these  spots.  LIPA  produced  them 
primarily  as  a  response  to  many  requests  for  such  spots.  However,  if  you  are 
interested,  you  should  act  quickly  since  the  programs  will  begin  airing  in  July. 
Stations  that  are  participating  indicate  that  the  time  will  be  sold  on  a  first-come,

The  Reagan  Administration's  so-called 
Caribbean  Basin  Initiative,  H.R.  2967,  is 
disguised  as  an  economic  revitalization 
plan  for  Caribbean  countries.

SENATOR  PAUL  TSONGAS  ON  ISSUES  OF  IMPORTANCE  TO  LABOR 


Presidential  Straw  Poll 

Tsongas  endorsed  and  was  the  only  statewide  elected  official 
;  to  vote  for  JOBS  in  the  presidential  straw  poll  at  -the 
Massachusetts  Democratic  State  Party  Issues  Convention  in 
Springfield. 

Additionally,  Tsongas  endorsed  the  Jobs  Plank  Amendment  to 
the  party  platform  at  the  convention. 

Jobs  Bill 

Tsongas  strongly  supported  the  $4.7 'billion  jobs  bill  passed 
in  March  (estimated  400,000  jobs).  - 

Tsongas  backed  the  Levin  amendment  for  an  additional  $1.7 
billion  (280,000  more  jobs). 

The  jobs  bill  includes: 

-  $100  million  for  food,  shelter  &  other  humanitarian 
aid  for  victims  of  the  recession  (similar  to  the 
Homeless  Relief  Act  introduced  by  Tsongas  earlier  in 
the  year) . 

-  $4.4  million  for  mass  transit  improvements  in  the 
Boston  area. 

-  Other  funds  for  transportation  projects  around  the 
state,  including  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Railroad  from  Attleboro  to  Hyannis. 

Domestic  Content  Bill 

Tsongas  is  a  co-sponsor  of  the  Domestic  Content  Bill  in  order 
to  send  a  message  to  Japan  and  the  White  House  that  U.S. 
workers  expect  and  demand  fair  play  in  international  trade. 

Public  Infrastructure 

Highway  Jobs  Bill 

Tsongas  supported  the  $3.4  billion  appropriations  bill 
passed  in  December  providing  funds  for  improvements 
in  the  public  infrastructure. 

_  Federal  Capital  Investment  Act 

Tsongas  is  a  co-sponsor  of  the  bill  to  creat  a  National 
Commission  on  Public  Improvements,  which  would  inventory 
public-works  projects  by  region,  establish  priorities  for 
cnonfti  nrr .  and  recommend  financing  mechanisms. 
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State  Initiatives 

Tsongas  is • a  co-sponsor  of  a  $10  billion  proposal  to 
create  state-run  banks  to  loan  money  to  cities  and  towns 
for  improvements  in  local  raods  and  other  public  works. 


OSHA 


Tsongas  co-signed  a  letter  to  Secretary  Raymond  Donovan  with 
Senator  Dodd,  Glenn  and  eight  others  to  protest  revisions 
in  OSHA  that  may  jeopardize  employee  protection. 

Jobless  Benefits 

Tsongas  sponsored  an  amendment  passed  in  March  which  broadened 
the  rules  covering  eligibility  for  unemployment  benefits,  so 
that  the  same  criteria  are  used  for  the  14  week  supplemental

Tsongas  supported  legislation  passed  in  March  which  extended 
supplemental  benefits  an  extra  3  weeks  for  those  whose 
unemployment  benefits  expired  before  March  31. 

Social  Security  Package 

Tsongas  voted  for  the  Long  Amendment  to  the  bi-partisian 
Social  Security  package  —  to  ensure  that  public  employees  have 
an  alternative  pension  plan  before  being  included  in  the  Social 
Security  system. 

Budget  Cuts  and  Reaganomics 

Tsongas  was  one  of  only  ten  Democratic  Senators  to  vote  against 
the  original  budget  reconciliation  bill  in  April,  1981,   He 
has  consistently  opposed  Reagan's  budget  cuts  in  social 
programs;  voted  against  the  three  year  Kemp-Roth  tax  cut;  and 
supported  efforts  to  target  the  tax  cuts  to  low  and  middle 
income  families.

L.  Simmons  firmly  denied

Paras  claimed  Simmons' 
position  as  international 
representative  for  the  Insurance 
Workers  International  Union, 
AFL-CIO  would  compromise  his 
potential  role  in  contract  or 
grievance  negotiations  with  the 
municipal  electric  workers' 
union.  "When  we  negotiate  with 
the  employees,  what  hat  is  he 
going  to  wear  —  the  ratepayers' 
or  the  employees'?"  Paras  said. 
"There's  definitely  a  conflict 
there." 

Paras  said  he  may  seek  a 
ruling  on  the  issue  from  City 
Solicitor  Lawrence  O'Keefe,  but 
O'Keefe  said  Monday  the  issue 
appears  to  be  moot.  "I  don't  see 
any  potential  conflict,"  O'Keefe 


said.  "There's  certainly  no 
conflict  at  all  until  he's  elected, 
when  he  always  has  the  op- 
portunity to  give  up  the  job.  But 
I  don't  see  a  conflict  just 
because  he  represents  em- 
ployees of  another  union. 

"Tex  Paras  owned  his  own 
electric  business  for  a  while," 
O'Keefe  continued.  "Would  that 
be  a  conflict  towards 
management?  I  just  don't  see  it 
at  all." 

Simmons  said  he  is  basically 
an  organizer  of  white-collar 
insurance  agents  working  for 
John  Hancock,  Prudential, 
Metropolitan  Life  and  Boston 
Mutual  in  New  England.  "I  have 
nothing  to  do  with  contracts  or 
negotiations  —  that's  not  my 
job,"  he  said. 

Simmons  and  Frank  (Bud) 
Chenery  have  taken  out 
nomination  papers  to  challenge 
current  Commission  Chairman 
Russell  Bowden.  Bowden  was 
reported  to  be  on  vacation 
Monday  and  could  not  be 
reached  for  comment. 

Paras  based  his  argument  on 
a  State  Ethics  Commission 
ruling  which  prohibited  Com- 
missioner George  Southwick 
from  voting  on  the  city's  last 
electrical  workers  contract.  The 
ruling  noted  a  potential  conflict 
because  Southwick 's  stepson 
was  a  light  plant  lineman  and 
union  member. 

Paras,    noting    that    he    has 


opposed  the  last  two  union 
contracts  for  various  reasons 
himself,  said  he  foresees  .  a 
sticky  situation  if  Simmons  is 
elected  and  later  ruled 
ineligible,  along  with  Southwick, 
to  vote  on  union  contracts.  "You 
need  three  votes  to  approve  the 
contract,  so  then  what  are  you 
going  to  do?"  Paras  said.  "I 
think  a  ruling  should  be  given 
before  the  election  to  clear  the 
air  for  everyone.  Why  create  a 
turmoil  afterwards?" 

Simmons  responded  that 
Paras's  charge  was  a  "political 
issue."  "When  you  start  going 
into  potential  conflicts  of  in- 
terest, you've  got  to  be  scraping 
for  issues,"  he  said.  "I  don't 
know  what  will  be  next.  I  plan  to 
run  against  this  man  (Bowden) 
on  issues  alone  —  not  on 
character,  job  positions  or 
titles." 

Simmons  added,  "I  don't  have 
any  relatives  or  four-weekers  on 
the  payroll,"  a  reference  to  a 
report  in  The  News  last  week 
that  Paras's  grandson,  a 
Manchester  resident,  was 
holding  a  temporary  summer 
job  at  the  light  plant. 

Simmons  also  noted  that 
Mayor  Peter  Torigian,  a  former 
postal  union  president,  still 
carries  his  Letter  Carriers 
Union  card.  "He's  actively  in- 
volved in  negotiations,  and  I 
don't  think  he's  giving  the  city 
away  to  the  unions,"  Simmons 
said.
